The shoe factory of Drew, Selby & 


Co. was the scene of a horrible acci- 
dent early this morning as the result 
of which Frank Barr, a carpenter, 
was instantly killed. 


The accident happened about eight 


o'clock, in the basement of the fac- 
tory on the Findlay street side. 
As 


generally known, extensive altera- 
tions are being made in the shoe 
factcry, and Mr. Barr was one of the 
carpenters employed on the job, un- 
der the direction of Con tractor Robert 
McAleer. This'morniag it "was de- 
cided to place several immense heat- 
crs^in position in the basement, and 
Barr, being known as a good machin- 
ist and all-round workman, was given 
charge of the job. 


These heaters are 
very 
heavy, 


weighing 2,800 pounds each. 
They 


were propped up together in the mid- 
dle of the cellar, a few feet from the 
west wall of the factory. 
Mr. Barr 


was given' a crew, consisting of Frank 
Wootcn, Tueo. Scliimpf, Zell Neff, 
Geo. Wiggins and Will Leicbner, to 
assist him in the work. 


The men had gotten one oL' the 


heaters in position and Barr was on 
his knees fixing a place for ancthei 
one, when suddenly, without warn- 
ing, the props supporting the three 
heaters remaining gave way and they 
came crashing over on Barr. He 
started to rise up when he heard the 
warning cry of his companions, but 
was too late to save himself. He was 
crushed lifeless beneath 8,400 pounds 
of iron. 


Death was instantaneous, and the 


horrilied fellow-workmen of Barr say 
that they did not hear a cry or moan 
of any kind. 'Hundreds of workmen 
were instantly summonerl to the scene 
and the heavy heaters lifted off poor 
Barr's body, which was taken to the 
first floor of the factory. 
He was 


dreadfully crushed and mashed, it 
seeming as though every bone in his 
body was broken. Dr. F. M. Edwards, 
who was recently named as acting 
coroner by the county commissioners, 
was summoned and took charge of the 
rase. 
'Squire Henry Hall was also 


called, and for a while it seemed as 
though there would be a conflict of 
authority. 'Squire Hall contended 
that Edwards had no authority to 
act, as he had not filed his bond and 
was not legally coroner. 
Edwards 


stuck to his flag, however, and Hall 
finally yielded. 


Dr. Edwards then ordered the body 


removed to Fuller's undertaking es

The old fort, with her

All this had cost money—possibly 
several hundred dollars. 


When the hour arrived for the iirst 


shot to be fired the gate receipts 
amounted to $4.50 and the manage- 
ment thought best to save money by 
not burning iheir powder, and the 
announcement was made that the 
battle would be declared off and post- 
poned until next spring, and those 
who paid were requested to get their 
mcney at the gate. Strange as it 
may seem, there were more tickets 
presented than money. 
Tho gate- 


keeper stood on the inside giving out 
tickets and these were presented at 
the box ofllce, where the cash was 
given in exchange. The 84.50 was 
soon given out and a great many 
were left holding tickets, but the 
"No,; Funds" 
card had been dis- 


played, witli the notice that the bat- 
tle would be fought next spring and 
the tickets would be good then.

small gunboats were exploded.

So. when wo say that a man is liable to get 
angry, we mean that lie is possessed of an 
ambition which will stand no hindrance and 


Such tlien are the sins into wlil'-h wo are 
led oy tlio direct temptation of iho cievn. 
The temptation dime .straight to the soul. 
It does not come through the appetites of 


fleshly desires; and so the llesh has nothing 
to do with It. save as tho soul expresses its 
feelings through our fleshly members. 
tt does not come through the practices and 
customs of wicked men; and so the world, as 
a source of temptation, has nothing to do 
with it. 


Tho temptation to this kind of sin wants 
only tho opportunity ;and a man,oven though 
he has his bodily desires under perfect con- 
trol, and like tho hermit or tlio nun have 
shut himself from the world, is liable to fall 
before Us terrible power. 
The sins. Into which Clio devil would load 
us, aro more states of tho soul than actions; 
although they may load to action; as linger 
will load to murder, and hatred to hurting 
our neighbor by word or deed. 
Therefore. If a man would know if ho havo 
renounced tho devil and all his works.lot him 
examine hlnisolt and seo If ho harbor, in any 
of its forms, that sin by which tho anj;ols 
fell; that unholy ambition, which is sa at 
variance with the truo humility of tho ser- 
vants of Christ. 
In tho second place, consider tho naturo of 
these sins, willed spring up in tho soul like 
poisonous branches from a central stock.
